Prang, a lithographer who 
began a greeting card business 
in Roxbury, Mass, exhibited 
his own cards at the Centen- 
nial Exposition in Philadel- 
phia in 1875. He then had the 
idea of holding an annual 
competition to obtain the best 
of American art for cards

entered in Pran ‘ontest, for

prizes from two hundred to 
one thousand dollars. Winners, 
with two exceptions, were art- 
ists born in the United States 

Women artists were well- 
represented among winners.

One Holiday Has Many Rituals 


Christmas comes 
but once a year, there is cer- 
tainly no one and only way 
to celebrate it. In addition to 
the many customs that are 
rally shared lights, 
gifts, Santa, pri 
and feasting the specia 
ways of observing the holiday 
are as varied and numerous 
as the communities and fam- 
ilies involved 
Often the history and cul- 
ture of a community is the in- 
spiration for the way it cele- 
brates Christmas, In other 
cases the “customs” are con- 
sciously developed, in an effort 
to express the spirit of the 
season, It doesn’t take long 
for these community projects 
to become well-loved, even 
‘old-fashioned” traditions, 
Volumes could be filled with 
an account of interesting :om- 
munity Christmases, each of 
them different. A few are sum- 
marized below 
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“Santa’s Land, U.S.A.” 


Feature of the Christmas 
season at Putney, Vt., is “San- 
ta’s Land, U.S.A.” Santa greets 
his friends here in one of his 
homes-away-from home 
since the North Pole must be 


considered his official resi- 
dence 

The building is set against 
a background of pMe trees, in 
the foothills of Vermont's 
Green mountains. The large 


letters 'S, C.” on the chimney 


identify it as Santa's

Lane.” The trees are lit with 
thousands of bulbs, turned on 
at dusk on Christmas Eve, and 
motorists celebrate the spec- 
tacle by driving slowly along 
the lane 

rhe tall, graceful deodars 
were brought to California by 
Captain Frederick J, Wood- 
bury who, while visiting in 
India, saw them growing on 
the slopes of the Himalayas. 
He returned with deodar seeds, 
which he planted on his ranch. 

In 1885 his sons transplanted 
the young trees along what 
was then the principal road- 
way to the Woodbury ranch. 


“City of Candlelight” 

“Richmond City of Can- 
dlelight’ has been the Christ- 
mas theme for Richmond, Va., 
for the past five years, 

Taking the cue from Colon- 
ial Williamsburg, Richmond 
sought to initiate the rebirth 
of an old-fashioned Christmas 
tradition by urging residents 
and organizations to “place an 
electric candle in every win- 
dow.” 

The shopping area presents 
triple candles in evergreen 
bases set in the median strip; 
from the windows of the goy- 
ernor’s mansion and the capi- 
tol glow electric candles; ia 
coming planes are greeted 
with candles at the airport; 
virtually every building in the 
city cooperates 


In French Canada 

In French-Canadian homes, 
one of the highlights of 
Christmas is the “Reveition,” 
a middle-of-the-night family 
feast, for adults. The meal is 
served after return from 
midnight mass but the prep- 
arations start many weeks 
ahead 

Much of the food for the 
feast, nowadays, centers 
around turkey and trimmings 
But the traditional dishes, 
cluding goose with nut stuff- 
ing, and such specialties as 
tourtieres,” or spicy pork pies, 
are still prepared for the Rev-

“Prayer dances" performed 
by the Indians unite their an-

“Twelfth Night,’ But He Chose Different Subject 


“After dinner to the Duke's 
House, and there saw ‘Twelfth 
Night’ acted well, though it be 
but a silly play and not related 
at all to the name.” 

So wrote the English diarist, 
Samuel Pepys, in recording the 
events of January 6, 1663. 

Later critics have taken a 
more enthusiastic view of Wil- 
liam Shakespeare’s “Twelfth 
Night” than did Mr, Pepys, but 
they have to agree that the 
comic gambol bears no rela- 
tionship to its title. Appar- 
ently, the play was so named 
because it had been written 
to be performed on Twelfth 
Night. 

Had Shakespeare chosen to 
do it, he had ample materials 
at hand to create a play that 
was really about ‘Twelfth 
Night.” 
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Epiphany, the Twelfth 
Night of Christmas, tradition- 
ally the night when the Magi 
brought, gifts to the Christ 
Child, was a most important 
festival in Shakespeare's time, 
and many customs surrounded 
it. 

Characters ready for Shake- 
Speare’s pen were such tradi- 
tional folk as “Patrick O'- 
Tater,” ‘Lady Bluestocking,” 
“Captain Blunderbuss,” and 
others, At Twelfth Night frol- 
ies, the young people, espe- 
cially, dressed themselves in 
costumes to suggest these 
characters, 

Shakespeare, however, pre- 
ferred to write of Sir Toby 
Belch, Malvolio, Olivia and 
others, and critics can on!y 
speculate upon what might

1741, when Count Nicholas von 
Zinzendorf, holding a lighted 
candle, led his people into a 
cabin and named their settle- 
ment Bethlehem in honor of 
the Christ Child, 

Decorated trees also play an 
important part during Beth- 
lehem’'s nationally famous 
Christmas festival on the Hill- 
to-Hill bridge connecting var- 
ious parts of the city. 

Every Christmas since 1951, 
a 60-foot star erected by 
townspeople has guided visi- 
tors to Bethlehem, Georgia. 

On Christmas night, a carol 
service is held beneath the 
star. 


Nursing Class 
To Begin In 
March '65 


The Department of 
Practical Nursing at the 
George C, Wallace State 
Vocational Technical 
School, Napier Field, 
Dothan, Alabama, will be- 
gin a new class the first 
Monday in March 1965, 
Among the requirements 
are that applicants must 
have completed at least the 
10th grade, or its equiva- 
lent, and be between the 
ages of 18 and 50, 

The practical nursing 
course at Napier Field was 
the first such program ata 
State school and was opened 
February 1, 1950. Mrs. 
Brooks Belmar, instruc- 
tor, has been in the pro- 
gram since its opening 
date. Since February, 1950, 
31 classes have been ad- 
mitted and approximately 
300 students have complet- 
ed the course. These grad- 
uates are represented inall 
phases and agencies of 
nursing in all areas of the 


United States including A 


laska, and in many foreign 


countries such as comaty 


and Turkey. A desire has 
deceloped in many of the 
graduates for more know- 
ledge of nursing and ad- 
vancement in the pro- 
fession and they have en- 
tered schools of registered 
nursing. There are now 
schools in the United States 
which give credit fortheir 
practical nurse training to 
L.P.N.’s who meet re- 
quirements and desire to 
become R.N,’s. 

The Kellogg Foundation 
conducted a survey in 1952 
for the purpose of opening 
new schools and evaluating 
and improving schools al- 
ready established. This 
school was one of those 
chosen to participate inthe 
survey, 

Due to demands for the 
graduates, and the varied 
opportunities available to 
those who qualify, stan- 
dards for admission have 
been raised. This has been 
accomplished partly by im- 
proved apititude testing and 
careful screening of appli- 
cants, The State Employ- 
ment Service has designed 
an apititude test specifi- 
cally for applicants to 
practical nurse programs, 
This is one of twoentrance 
examinations that must be 4 
passed before application 


can be accepted. The 
second is given at the 
school to those who 
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first test, 

The Employment office 
in Dothan will administer 
the test in January, on 
scheduled dates, for those 
interested in the March 
class. Applicants whose 
names and addresses .are 
on file at the school will 
be notified of the date and 
time to report for testing. 

TO help the students 
meet the standards set for 
the Licensed Practical 
Nurse, the instructors 
must constantly broaden 
their knowledge of both tea- 
ching and nursing techni- 
ques, They accomplish this 
by taking courses in tea- 
ching, attending confer- 
ences and workshops, and 
by supervision from the 
state level, Also, through 
cooperative efforts of the 
instructors to coordinate 
the program and to use all 
avallable resources of the 
affiliating agency, In addi- 
tion, the instructors belong 
to, and participate in, all 
the professional organiza~ 


‘tlons in nursing and educa- 


tion. They are continually 


: 


revising the curriculum to 
keep it up-to-date intheory 
and practice, 

Mrs. Brooks Belmar, 
R.N., 16 in charge of the 
program and teaches basic 
nursing. This includes ana- 
tomy and physiology, phar- 
macology, nutrition, 
ethics, history of nursing, 
and nursing arts. Mrs. Cleo 
Freeman, R,N,, teaches in 
the clinical areas and these 
subjects: medical and sur- 
gical nursing, obstetrics, 
pediatrics, diet therapy, e~ 
mergency and disaster 
nursing, charting, and care 
of the aged. Mrs. Anne 
Smith, L.P.N., a graduate 
of the practical nursing 
program at Napier Field, is 
an assistant instructor, 

The course requires 12 
months to complete and is 
coordinated to allow the 
student to complete one 
phase of training before 
Starting the next.

Cards Came 
Late in Yule 
‘Traditions 


Many of today's Christmas 
traditions began somewhere 
in the dim past, but the prac- 
tice of exchanging greeting 
cards is just a little over a cen- 
tury old, 

In 1848 William Maw Egley, 
a "starving" young English 
artist, Came up with the idea 
of designing a Christmas card 
and reproducing it on pieces 
of pasteboard for the public to 
buy 

Egley’s card showed a fam- 
ily Christmas dinner, formal 
dance, skating, carolers, alms- 
giving, a Punch and Judy show 
and other aspects of a cele- 
bration resembling the one in 
Charles Dickens’ “The Christ- 
mas Carol,” published a few 
years previously. Unfortunate- 
ly, Egley’s friends were not en 
thusiastic about his idea 
New Yeur's Apology 

The “daddy” of all holiday 
cards was designed and etch- 
ed in 1812 by J. A. Boerner, 
a young Londoner, who wanted 
to apologize to friends for his 
failure to pay a New Year's 
Day vibit. Mr, Boerner’s card 
made it clear he was tied to his 
home by depicting him with 
his coat caught in the locked 
doorway of his hiwse 

In 1843, Sir Henry Cole, a 
busy English “missionary” of 
culture, hit upon the idea of 
sending out little missives at 
Christmas, John Calcott Hors- 
ley of the Royal Academy, fa- 
mous for his campaign against 
nude art, designed the cards 
and Sir Henry sent out 1000 to 
friends 

It wasn't until the early 
1860's that cards were issued 
for general distribution by a 
large English publishing com- 
pany 

Christmas greetings were 
introduced into the United 
States by the Marcus Card 
company of London. They be- 
came popular immediately, 
and in 1874 Louis Prang, a 
German immigrant, started a 
Christmas card business at 
Roxbury, Mass 
Custom Lost Fashion 

At the turn of the century, 
he ceased publishing rather 
than compete with Imports 
flooding the market, For the 
next decade or so the custom 
of exchanging cards fell out 
of fashion 

Only after World War One 
did American manufacturers 
begin to achieve success in the 
card business, Then inexpen- 
Sive printing and lithograph- 
Ing processes brought Christ- 
mas cards within everyone's 
reach. 

Despite its relatively recent 
Start in this country, the cus- 
tom has caught the fancy of 
the American public to the ex- 
tent that it sends billions of 
Christmas cards every year, 
according to Mrs. Peggy Gil- 
bert of Norcross, Inc

According to County 
Agent Tom Casaday, most 
cattlemen have labor and 
machinery necessary for a 
beef finishing operation, 
“About all a cattleman 
would need is a dry lot 
feeding area. I recommend 
that cattlemen study sev- 
eral systems and feed out 
a few cattle before jumping 
into the business in a big 
way,’’ Casaday remarks, 

Since this farmer has 
fed out cattle for 10 years, 
the feed lot business is not 
new to him. ‘‘Beef cattle 
prices come and goand this 
is something a cattleman 
must remember. We feed 
about 350 each year, We’re 
in the beef business to stay 
and we don’t pick our years 
to feed cattle,’’ says Wise, 

Wise and his Dad, J.A, 
Wise, have 225 brood cows 
but buy enough calves to 
fill their 350 capacity feed 
lot, 

In August, Wise weans 
his 400-pound calves and 
puts them on Bahia grass 
pastures for 3 months, In 
November, about 100 
pounds heavier, calves go 
into the feed lot for 5 to 7 
months, 

After being wormed 
calves go into the feed lot 
and receive a ration of 
75 per cent ground snap 
corn, 15 per cent ground 
peanut hay, 10 per cent 
cotton seed meal and a 
small amount of molasses. 

Corn from 425 acres and 
hay from 210 acres of pea- 
nuts are marketed through 
these calves, One full-time 
hand takes care of the feed 
lot operation other than 
grinding the ration-where 
more help is needed, 


A four-inch layer of 
peanut hulls are placed in 
the lot as litter at the be- 
ginning of the feeding 
period and the lot isclean- 
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ed at least once before ‘cal- 
ves are sold, 

Normally animals weigh 
about 1,000 pounds and 
grade Good and ‘Choice 
when sold at alocal special 
sale, 

Wise thinks a cattleman 
with land and machinery for 
growing concentrate feeds 
could benefit from a beef 
breeding operation. ‘‘We 
grow our own feed, mix 
it on the farm and feel 
that we get a good price 
for it through cattle,’’ 

“I could be wrong,’ 
Wise adds, ‘‘but I thinkthis 
is going to be one of the 
best years ever to feed cat- 
tle. There’s already a big- 
ger spread between stock- 
ers and finished cattle than 
I’ve seen in a long time.’’ 

Casaday, an Auburn 
University staff member, 
Says a beef operation 
should be self sufficient, 
“Tf feeders in the Midwest 
can make a profit on our 
calves after paying freight 
then surely we can do all 
right when we grow our 
own feed and calves,”’ 

Casaday adds that this 
low-price period is an ex- 
cellent time for cattlemen 
to cull their low producers 
and replace them with qual- 
ity cattle. ‘‘The cattlemen 
doing this job now willcer- 
tainly be in a favorable po- 
sition when good prices do 
roll around,’ 

According to Casaday, 
Wise is one of the better 
cattlemen in the county, 
A 1954 graduate of Auburn 
University in Agricultural 
Science, Wise has done an 
outstanding job in beef pro- 
duction,

The first Christmas carols 
were danced to, according to 
Encyclopedia International 
Carolers took hands and form- 
ed a ring, singing as they went 
round, 7 

Oldest of all carols, it has 
been said, was that sung by 
the heavenly host when the 


birth of the Saviour was an-. 


nounced to the shepherds on 
the plains of Bethlehem. Prob- 
ably, the practice of singing 
carols at Christmas arose in 
imitation of this, as the major- 
ity of carols declared the good 
tidings of great joy, and the 
title of Noel, nowell or novelle, 
applied to carols, would seem 
to bear out this idea. 


Birthday News... 

“Nowell” or “Noel” means 
birthday news or a “shout of 
joy” for the birth of Christ. 

The earliest carols were 
songs of the Nativity, the In- 
carnation and the Annuncia- 
tion, Later, ones on shepherd 
themes and the Epiphany were 
composed, and there were also 
many of folk origin on the fes- 
tivities of the Christmas sea- 
son. 

These latter included such 
songs as “The Holly and The 
Ivy.” Many of the surviving old 
carols were originally part of 
the medieval mysteries and 
miracle plays. 


First in Latin... 

Christmas carols first were 
written in scholar’s Latin, The 
Blessed Jacopone of Todi, of 
the Franciscan order, led the 
way to a wider enjoyment and 
appreciation of joyous Christ- 
mas songs by writing musical 
poems in the language of the 
common people. 

The saint, who lived from 
about 1230 to 1306 A.D., had a 
good precedent for his interest 
in carols in St. Francis him- 
self. To St. Francis is traced 
the creation of the first creche 
or manger scene, in 1223 A.D. 
Villagers gathered around the 
scene and sang hymns to the 
Christ Child. 


**The Boar’s Head’’... 

“The boar’s head in hand 

bear I, 
Bedecked with bays and 
rosemary.” 

“The Boar’s Head Carol,” 
source of this quotation, ap- 
peared in the first collection 
of English carols, printed in 
1521, and is still sung on 
Christmas Day at Queens Col-

lege, Oxford, 

Other colleges of Oxford had 
their own versions of the same 
song, “The boar Is dead; lo, 
here is his head,” remarked 
the carol sung at St. John’s, 
while “The boar’s head in 
hand I bring, With garlands 
gay and birds singing” was the 
version heard at Balliol, 

Even in early times, the 
“boar” romantically referred 
to as traditional at the feast 
was probably a pig. The wild 
boar is believed to have been 
extinct in Britain early in the 
12th century, 


Feast of Stephen... 


“Good King Wenceslas 
looked out on the feast of 
Stephen,” 

This familiar carol com- 


memorates two famous men. 
One is King Wenceslas, who 
ruled in Bohemia in the 10th 
century A.D, He was noted for 
his generosity to the poor, and 
practiced this generosity on 
Christmas and on St. Ste- 
phen’s Day, December 26. 

St. Stephen was the first 
Christian martyr, noted in 
legend as a follower of Christ 
who, at the time of the Nativ- 
ity, had been in the service of 
King Herod. When he was per- 
mitted to see the Star, he left 
Herod to serve the Child. 

Today the “feast of Stephen” 
is remembered primarily be- 
cause of the carol, “Good King 
Wenceslas.” His day is now 
more commonly observed, es- 
pecially in England and Can- 
ada, as Boxing Day, when 
presents are given to servants 
and others who have rendered 
services throughout the year. 


Shepherd Maiden... 


Shepherds are familiar fig- 
ures in Christmas stories and 
carols, such as “While Shep- 
herds Watched Their Flocks 
by Night.” 

More novel, but equally es- 
tablished in tradition, is the 
story of the shepherdess who 
visited the stable on the first 
Christmas night, 

“"D’'ou viens-tu, bergere?” 
(or, “Whence Come You, Shep- 
herd Maiden?”) was brought 
to Canada in the 17th century, 
by early French settlers, In the 
carol, a questioner asks the 
shepherdess where she has 
been and what she has seen, 
and she in turn describes the 
manger scene,

Good Days 


At Christmas time, nostalgia 
for “the good old days” is as 
prevalent as turkey and trim- 
mings, decorations and gifts. 

Everybody had more fun —

For the President was 
Benjamin Harrison, who, on 
December 22 in 1891, an- 
nounced to reporters his plan 
for a “good old-fashioned 
Christmas.” 

Most people today whose 
thoughts turn to Christmases 


of yore would certainly settle. 


for a date much later than 
1891 as the time when the 
“good old-fashioned Christ- 
mas” had ceased to exist. 

But if the spirit of an old- 
fashioned Christmas didn’t 
vanish as early as President 
Harrison feared it had, when 
did it go? Or has it really dis- 
appeared forever? 

Most of all, an ‘“old-fash- 
ioned"’ Christmas is made up 
of traditions, Even in northern 
climates, only hope, luck and 
the weatherman can say, each 
year, whether the traditional 
snow drifts will be forthcom- 
ing. Other traditions, however, 
may not necessarily belong 
only to the past. 

Not All “Store Bought” 


Preparing foods for feasting 
was doubtless fun — and hard 
work in the good old days. 
But not all Christmas cookies, 
candies and fruit cakes today 
are “store bought.”

While Dad may not be able 
to chop down a tree for the 
family (conservationists of 
our “good old forests” wouldn't 
approve}, a look at any place 
where trees are sold in the 
days before Christmas reveals

Almost every nostalgic 
dream of Christmas long ago 
seems to have its counterpart 
in the present. And all the 
while new traditions are build- 
ing up, as each family, each 
community creates and treas- 
ures its customs. 

In another 70 years, per- 
haps, some public figure may 
say, “It’s time to get back to 
the good old ways of celebrat- 
ing Christmas.” So have an 
old-fashioned Christmas, now!

FARM AND 4-H 


By H, & Thompson, Ass't, Co. Agent 


Planting pecan trees 
will mean additional in- 
come for the future one or 
two generations. Although 
it takes the trees 10 to 12 
years tobear fruit, they are 
long lived and with good 
care should produce nuts 
for 50 years or more. 

December is a good time 
to set trees, though they 
may be planted any time 
during the dormant season 
(December to March), 


On a five year variety 
test at Headland, the run- 
ner peanut (5 year average) 
yields were as follows; 
Early Runner - 2,197 
pounds; Va. Bunch 67- 
2,159 pounds; Southeastern 
Runner 56 - 15 - 2,264 
pounds; and Dixie Runner - 
1,851 pounds per acre. The 
Virginia type variety test 
resulted in the following 
yields for the five year 
average: Florigiant - 2,808 
pounds; Va. G-26 - 2,661 
pounds per acre. 

All of these varieties 
are recommended. Let us 
know if we canassist youin 
getting Foundation peanut 
seed in any of these va-— 
rieties, 

Fifty of the 500 Coffee 
County 4-H’ers (boys) re- 
ceived 500 pines each last 
week, These pines were 
given to the 4-H’ers by the 
International Paper Com- 
pany. The 4-H’ers will use 
these trees in their project 
work, 

Want toincrease income 
from woodland acres?

If a farmer’s gross in- 
come from farm self-em- 
ployment is between $600 
and $1,800, he may count 
two-thirds of his gross 
farm income as net income 
for social security, 

If gross farm income 
is over $1,800 and netfarm 
earnings are less than 
$1,200, he may report 
either his actual net or 
$1,200, 

Under this provision a 
farmer with annual gross 
income as low 
can report net ez ny 
$400, or two-thirds of hig 
gross income, to get social 
ecurity credit for that
